Responsible Government Again. 

At tho risk o? fatiguing the roador 
w0 roour to tho subjoot of Responsible 
Government this morning. We do bo 
beoauae it appears to be of supremo 
importance joat now that uo misappre- 
hension Bhoald exist in tbo poblio mind 
respecting a matter bo eoon to be sub- 
mitted for the verdiot of public opinion. 
In his impression of Friday, oar local 
contemporary had a tolerably sensible 
Brtiolo upon the subjoot, marred some- 
what, howovor, by that spirit of egoti«m 
and misrepresentation for which its 
author wonld seem to have acquired a 
notoriety of which few men would feel 
proud. It will be rememberod that, in 
treating upon tho samo question on 
Thursday, we shrank from tho hideous 
caricature piesonted by our contempo- 
rary. While admitting that the system, 
to a greater or loss extont, impliod 
party government, we ventured to ex- 
press a hopo that, in tho first instanco 
at loaBt, the people of British Colombia, 
instead of arranging thomselves in two 
hostile parties in nu unprincipled and 
unsemely scramble for the ' loaves and 
fishos ' of offico, might rathor Beok to 
rise above mere party lioos, und, as far 
aa possible, constitute ono great party 
comprising tho whole body of the poo- 
pie, in seeking the oommon good of all, 
For expressing this hope we have been 
hold up aB an opponent of Responsible 
Government, and tho public are told 
that ' Apparently the only real out-and- 
out advooate of Responsible Govern- 
ment in this country is tho Standard » ! 
Hoavea save the oauso if this be true ! 
•Responsible Gove.-ment, » says he, 
« is Party Government, pure and simple,' 
and he continues, 1 any paper that 
nrgnos agoinst thorough Party Govern 
ment opnoHes the only form of govern 
mont undor tbe British Crown that 
enables the people fca manage their own 
affairs.' Now, it will have been ob- 
served that we did not ' argue ogainai 
Party Government/ but only expressed 
the hope that n-ore party linos mip;ht 
not be rigidly drawn at first. But 
even bovond this, our contemporary is 
BOaroely'justified in the sweeping asser- 
tions ho has made. As a matter of 
fact the reader Deed only look to Canada 
in order to discover in aotu.:! and most 
Buocessful existence the identical politi- 
cal condition we expressed a ho t ja to i-eo 
hero. In that country party feeliog ran 
■o high as to ronder Party Government 
well nigh impoBsiblo, when, in June 
]864, overtures were made by tho lead- 
ers of tbe Reform Party to Sir John A 
Macdonald, with a view to a fusion ol 
parties for the purpose of carrying out 
tho grand Bchemo cf Confedsration. Tiie 
result was tho formation of a coalition 
government, the same government, With 
the exception of a few trifling changes 
in its personnel, which was so successful 
in carrying out that scheme — the Bums 
government wh'ch administers, so ably 
and so well, tbe affairs of the Dominion 
to.day 1 True, tho cry has recently 
baen hoard from Ontario for a return 
to Party Govouimont ; but that ory 
was a feeble ono, and the great body of 
the people aro well contejt with the 
continuance of the coalition principle. 
In tho faco ot tlvae facts, of which he 
can hardly bo presumed to bo ignorant, 
what must be thought of the position 
takon by our contemporary 1 It is a 
mutter of history that tho affairs of 
Canada havo been administered, and 
most successfully administered, during 
these six years undor tho coalition sys- 
tem, which means tho eliminatioa of tbe 
paay prinoiple. Yot wo scarcely think 
our contemporary will tell us that Re- 
sponsible GoTornment has not prevailed 
there during that period. Id no country, 
in all the Colonial Empire, has tho 
prinoiplo of Responsible Government 
been moro fully recognised and more fair- 
ly and successfully workod out thin 
in Canada : and of no period in its his- 
tory is this more true than of that vory 
period during whicb tbo prinoiple of party 
govornmont has, to speak figurativ:ly, 
been bold in chains as an element of'ob- 
struotion and strife. To assnrt that Re- 
sponsible Government and Party Govern- 
aro so identical as that the former can- 
not exist without the latter is, therefore, 
to betray a degree of ignoranco upon the 
subject or a loo::nasg in dealing with 
facts which wo certainly were not pre- 
pared to find exhibited by our contem- 
porary. Having with, wo trust, suili- 
cioni cloarnoss, shown that Responsible 
Govornmont con be carried on, and that 
most successfully, without the practical 
recognition of party, lot us consider for 
a little whethor or not it is tho interest 
of British Columbia to aim, in the first 
instance, at least, at working out tho 
system a3 free I' cm party as possible. 
One ot the chief and, we must admit, 
ono of tho most cogent objections to tho 
immediate introducti j:i of Responsible 
Government in this Colony ia paucity of 
population. And surely this consider- 
ation will constitute a most woighty 
argument against making such a system, 
•puro and Jmplo, p.'.rty govornmeot.' If 
a country with a population ot four 
millions found ft fusion of parties ne- 
cessary in order to carry out certain 
great moasuros, how muoh more nocoi- 
eary will it bo that, in a coualry with a 
population of ten thousand, tho pooplo 
should, for tho time, seek to riao above 
m«ro party lines, and uuito in order i.o 
form a strong people's govornmont, re- 



presenting the views and possessing the 
confidence of all, which may successfully 
carry out thoBO groat measures of inter- 
dal improvement and reform bo ossan* 
tial to Colonial prosperity and general 
well-being. There is yet another phaso 
of this subject to which wo would in- 
vito a moment's thought, In Canada 
there were and are largo and well«ilefiti« 
od political partios, holding distinct and 
recognized political creeds ; and thus a 
condition existed which not only reudored 
Party Govornmont possible, but which 
seemed to promise it bucoobs. But does 
such a condition present itself here? Where 
are our political creeds and distinctive 
partios, with which to carry on ' party 
government, pure and simple 7' Why, 
it was no longer ago than Tuesday that 
our contemporary, with that play upon 
the English language poouliar to him, 
stated that 1 No sooner was union se- 
oured, or Confederation insured, than 
partiespreviously acting together,on cue 
aide or the othor, virtually dissolved 
into a mass, with one common opinion.' 
Now, if one might venture to at- 
tach any meaning at all to tbo words 
employed, thoy would appear to indicate 
a political condition as existing in tho 
Colony aingalarly favorable to the work, 
ing out of Responsible Govsrnment free 
from tho party prinoiplo whioh our 
contomporary soems so strangely and 
significantly solicitous to have at ouco 
introduced. If, as he asserts^ tho poo 
plo aro 'dissolved into a mass, 1 why, 
in the name of roason and common sqqbo, 
seek to break up that ■ mass' into an 
tagoniatic fragments ? If thoy havo 'one 
common opinion,' why divide that opin 
ion 1 If, in such a oomplete union and 
fusion of parties there should be 
strength and harmony, why sook weak 
noss and disoord in aa unnatural and 
unnecessary division 7 Bat, supposing 
tho poeplo were unhappily divided up 
into political parties, how aro those pa-- 
ties to bs supplied with distinctive 
creeds, seeing tbore is only 'ono com 
mon opinion V Shall we be told that 
•office and patronage, or tbe 1 loaves and 
fishes,' are to constitute the ba»is and 
crcod of political partie3 7 Indeod we 
have already been told this. But, if 
such is really to bo tho case— if tbe 
mere handful of people aro, as th ira 
mediate and inevitable result of the 
adoption of Responsible Government, 
to bo divided into two hostile armies, 
and drawn up in battle array to 'fight, 
not for priociplo but for pelf, for the 
spoils of offioe and the sweets of power, 
we repeat thai, tbo best portion of the 
community may besitato to aocopt bo 
doubtful a boon. Bat, let not the peo 
pie be deceived. Tuoro it cot the 
slightest necessity for suoh a wretched, 
demoralizing, repulsive condition of 
things. If the people will «nly provo 
faithful to themselves, and carefully ex- 
clude mere political seismatici and im- 
possibles from the Legislature, thoro it 
no reason in the world wby Responsible 
Government, in its true spirit and in- 
tegrity, may not be successfully carried 
on in this Colony for years to come, 
without any such divisions and unsoem- 
ly scrambling for 'offico aud patronage' 
aa our contemporary appears so e»ger 
to iutroduco. There aro in reality no 
political parties in the Colony. But 
even if th re were, it would beootne 
the duty of all to soek to promote taab 
a fusion ai might unable a strong coa- 
lition government to administer tho at- 
hi"-! of the country in tho oommon in- 
terest of all, without respect to party, 
rather than to havo a small aud strug- 
gling population rout up into miserable 
factions unworthy ot tho name of party. 

Closing the Doors. 

It will bs teen by reference to aootbir 
column that the door* of tha only Public or 
Government School ia Victoria have beeo 
slammed to by tbo indignant Toaobars and 
that tbe youag idea ia now leit to shoot at 
random on tbo pablic streets 1 To those who 
have given little or no head to tha snbjest 
ibis step may possibly appear to be an ex- 
treme one. Those who bava lakes sufficient 
iaterest in eduoatioD to inform themselves as 
to faota will, however, oonour with us io tbe 
opinion tbut tbe Teachers have arrived at that 
point beyond whicb forbearance ceases to be 
a virtue. Indeed, it is our honest opinion 
that they had reached that point long ago — 
that Ions long-suflcring and quiet submiiaion 
to injury and injustice would havo been bat. 
tar both for them and the public. Tha sab. 
jaot ol tbe shameful treatment these Teachers 
havo received has so very recently been tbe 
matter of remark iu these oolumns that it 
will not bri noccaeary to go over tho giound 
afroah. It may be as wall to state, bow- 
ever, in correction of a folio impression 
which has gone abroad, that during tho last 
uiuhteon moinhj the Teaehers have only ro-. 
ceivod 8150 apiece from tbo Board; and 
during nine mouths tbey have not received a 
single dollar of Government money. It any 
bo right to montion that tbo Government 
money is withheld on account of tha delin- 
quencies of tbe Board — tbe prinoiple followed 
by tbo Government being that tbe public 
grant is only to ho paid on oonditioa of the 
people's quota being mada good. The 
oouraa now adopted by tho teaohors i i pro- 
bably tha only one (bat will bring matters 
to a practical issno, tor it would seem ai 
though tbo people were oontont good-natur- 
edly to accept tho aorvices of tho teachers 
long as given, concerning themselves little as 
to whether those aorvioea wero unrequited 
or not. What ii still worse, the Board ap- 
pears to have givea itself eqnally little con- 
cern. Owing to the delinquencies of Ibe 
Board the whole ot last year's tax was lost, 
and the greater part of the present year's 
tax still remains ancollccted. 



McIM atom's Zouvacs.* 



How Tbey Webk Destroyed at the 
Battle up Hauuinau, 

Special Dispatch to Nbw York Horald. 

London, August 16.— Tho following 
lotter from Gonoral Prochor, command- 
ing tho Zouaves of Marshal McMahoa'a 
oorps, tells tho story of tho destruction 
of those fine soldiers : 

Savekene, Angust 8. — Lot us thank 
God, who has preserved mo from the 
most terrible of dangers it is a soldier's 
fato to encounter. It is a miracle that 

1 am aiili alivo without a scratch, and 
in perfect health ; but my heurt is brok- 
en, and I am overwhelmed with grief at 
tbe loss of my poor officors, and my 
poor soldiers. I dara not tell you how 
many I have lost. It would grievo you 
too muoh* 

Later I shall know tha names of 

those you knew aud loved, but will never 
see again. Tbo gallant follows fought 
like lions and heroes. Out of 65 officers 
4T wore killed woundod and missing, 
At 7 in tho morning thoy wore full ot 
life aud ardor : now all aro killed. At 

2 o'clock in tho afternoon my unfortu- 
nate Lieutenant Colonel Dos flartes, 
was woundod by my side. A bullet 
entered his abdomen, which was dis- 
charged but a low yards distant. Ho 
waB ablo to squoezs my hand as ho waB 
carried off tho field, but ho probably 
died before this in a Prussian ambu- 
lance. Two Chefs do Bataillion wero 
shot dead, and tbe third is oithor doad 
or a prisoner. St. Saoooux was 
woundod badly, and but very little hope 
is entertaiued fur his recovery. I had 
him takon from tho hold in an ambu- 
lance. A. ballet went through his chest. 
He behaved splondidly. Piorron was 
shot stone doad. I havo but five 
captains hero, out of thirty. Tho others 
aro in Hoavon. All my Adjutants and 
moit of all my Sorgants-Major shared the 
i . mo late as the pioneers — better 
more gallant mon never breathed — but 
Qve are left. Two who wore loft with 
tbe baggage were oithor sabred or taken 
prisoners. My horses wero also captur 
ed. My poor black ohargor was killed 
undor General Saureur, to whom I leut 
him, his ho/so having boon killed oarly 
in tho action. Out of all I had, all 
that remains is tho clothes I wour, and 
G5 francs in my pocket. My buggago, 
with that ot the Marshal, has been taken. 
I don't care for that. I cannot help 
orying, inwardly, whon I think of all 
those I havo lost. VVe fought like lions 
—35,000 against 100,000. The enemy 
sur.ount'ud us on all Bides. Genorui 
C^lom was killod ; Robert De Voguo 
was killed ; (Alfred Do Gramont, tbe 
Duke's brother, lost au atm. Tho other 
ooi ps buffered almost ai muoh as our 
own. McMabon behaved splendidly, 
and did all that any man could do, but 
he bad not men enough. He was un>. 
able to eopo with 100,000 men, with 
three times more artillery than he had 
Nevertheless we inflioted heavy loisos on 
the enemy, and that doubtloss was tho 
reason we wore not moro vigorously pur- 
sued! Had such been the oaso, the dia. 
aster would have been foarfnl. It is bad 
enough as it is, The battlo began at 
half-past 7 o'clock. Alter night there 
was a pjuriug rain, ia which we had to 
stand, without loots, or firo, or lio down 
in mud. During tho previous day wo 
had marched 70 kilometres from tho 
battle field to Saverue — the last 36 kil- 
ometres woro got ovor during tho night, 
pell mell, and without slopping or 
sleeping. War is a loareful scourge, 
but no are doomed to bo forced into 
action. We havo but 500 or 600 Zou. 
avos, without knapsacks, tents, clothes, 
or food ; But we have arms and do not 
complain. Wo aro without officers and 
non-icommi8sioued officers, and cannot be 
lent into action. It is probable wo will 
bo sent to Strasbourg to re-form. Our 
regimental chests, from all accounts, have 
boon taken.

Tbe separaiioni are carried on with B r9a t 
promptitudo and secrecy. 1 heard yester- 
day that officers who left here for Augs- 
burg have written to aay that on arriving 
their deiiination vr»s changed not even Buy- 
ing whither they were sent. Most of the 
troops loavo at night at vory short noiieo. 
Ono hears incessant trains nil night long. It 
is hoart-braakiag to go sraong ihoie left 
behind, and to feel those we lore best are 
gone into tha thick of tho w«r. One wakes 
ia the morning looling as if the whole thing 
were a hideous dream. — Fall Mail Gazelle.

Paris, Aog 16— About 4 o'oloak some 40 
individuals armed with revolvers and poni- 
ards, concealed, having marched down Rue 
d'Anhervelliers, eaddenly drew up in Iront of 
of No 156 Boulevard de la Villette and sam- 
mooed the man ou doty to surrender bis post. 
'Tbe sentry, seeing tbem about to dash in at 
tbe open door, placed himself across it. One 
of the group drew a revolver and shot him 
dead. A sargcant de ville, heariag tbe report 
rushed up to ascertain tbe cage and received 
a bullet in the breast and fall dead. Th 
occupauts of tbe post rushed to the window, 
but the assailants were drawn up in double 
line and sent a volley io en matte. They 
then rusbed into the honae and eeixed four 
Cbaasepoia and two oartridge-boxoa. Hav- 
ing accomplished this murderous feat tbe 
baud made a precipitate retrsat, ohoatiog — 
'Treason,' 'Vive la Itcpubliqne!' A Liea- 
isnant named Cottrea was inside when tho 
group came up. As aoon as be aaw tbe 
men ho demanded thuir business. Tho re- 
ply waB a shot, and 'Vive la Republique !' 
The Lieutenant then ordered bis men to go 
inside and shut tha door and load tbe guna 
seeking to gain time. He asked the groups 
tbe object ot their demonstration. The 
leader, a small man very well dressed, re- 
plied: 'Wo are goiog to proolaim tbe Re- 
public. Giveusyoor gnoa and noma with 
us to the Corps Legislatif.' 'Come,' said tbe 
Licntenan', atill in tbe bouse, to gain time, 
'Are wo soldiers ? You know wo do not fire 
upon the people, but it is not our daty to 
maroh elT with you. II you want to pro- 
claim a Republic just go on a littla further.' 
The leader of tbe band answered, 'We know 
a trick worth two of that. Hand us over 
your guns.' 'Nevor,' excloinaed the Lien- 
tenunt. 'Then we shall take them.' waathe 
reply. At tbia moment tho wholo gann 
drew out their revolvers and diaohargei 
thorn. A sactinel fell doad, A oorporal 
oaraed Babud t received three wounds— two 
bullets and a stab. Tho Lieutsnaol was not 
injured. The report of firearms broaght out 
tbe people from their houses, who ruih.d ops 
oo the band. Tbeae wrotohos then began to 
aso their revolver, right and lafi aod to atab 
everyone within reaob. The police now ap- 
peared, sword in band and endeavored to 
surround the madmen. Ono of them received 
a ballet and having (alien was trampled to 
death by tbe band. A girl six years old 
was killed io bar mother's arms. 

The fight now became genoral. Man wer. 
falling right and lelt, others running away, 
while eomo went in pursuit. The ComBtia- 
siry of Polico of the Rue Tangier now ex- 
claimed.' 'Who will follow me? Come oo, 
citizens! 1 Upon this he rushad upon the 
r otoru who, having no more ammunition and 
eeaing themselves likely to bo overpowered, 
immodlitely fled, (ollo*cd by the people 
exclaiming Thoyaro Prussians 1 kill tbom 1 
kill thorn !' He. idea the two me. killed 
tbreo police agents received several wounds. 
It is feared many inhabitants in tbe neigh- 
borhood wore injured. 'The leader of the 
band was almost immediately apprehended, 
A taP, well dressed man was also arre.tod. 
Ho called himself an Englishman but spoko 
with power and with a strong German ac- 
cent. Ilo had numbeis of sovereigns and 
gold Frederick pieces. Upwards ol fifty ar- 
reuta hare beau made, inoluding tha origina- 
tor ot tbo plot.

Europe. 

Pabis, Sept 9— Julea Favre has declined 
thsservioe of tba Orlean.

Cablsruqe, Sept 9 — A flag of trnoe convey* 
ing papera for tbe surrender of Strasbourg was 
sent by General Ulick, in whioh he proposed 
a cessation of hostilities ; the French garrison 
of 20 000 men to leave the citadel, which shall, 
however, be retained in the hands of the 
French, who are pledged, moreover, to fire no 
guns aad take no further part in the Prussian 
war, The remainder of the garrison to be re- 
leased ; officers to retain aidearms, and the 
Prussians to hold possession of the city. Tho 
ttrms ware immediately rcjeoted and an un- 
conditional surrender of the oity and fortresB 
domanded: the Governor to become a prisoner 
of war and to be parolod, Permiaaion for all 
civilians to leave tbe city was refused except 
for women and children. 

London, Sept 9 — The Prussian cavalry are 
within ten miles of Paris fortifications. The 
inaiu body of the army ia within thirty miles 
of tbe city.

Favr. has gono to King William's headquar- 
ters, and the report scorns eoufirmod by the 
fact that he did not appear yesterday at the 
OUiee of Foreign Affairs.

Goveroor Height, end a large number of 
officer, of tba regular army and National 
Guard were on board. Tbe baud of tbe 
pupils of the Industrial School played the 
Marseillaise and Marching through Georgia 
in a auperb style. At Vallijo a aetata of 
21 guns waa Ired, and Yall.jo and Sacra, 
meoto Pioneers and others to tbe number of 
500 came on board. The literary exercises 
were held in tba hall on Mare Island, After 
a prayer by the Rev Albert Williams, an 
oration was delivered by L B Triokoor and 
a apeeoh by Goo Sherman. Tbe literary 
exercises over, d.eeiog commenced and 
continued till about 4 p.m., when the excur- 
sionists returned oo board and after tbe Val- 
lejo and Beo.cia Delegations were landed at 
Valkjo, the steamer was headed for home 
aod reaohed the city at 7 p.m.
